very often needed. Or perhaps, it 
is financial assistance that is needed 
to help pay the pastor’s salary or 
repair existing church buildings. 
Possibly a loan to finance a new 
structure is the greatest need. Per- 
haps an intensive survey or census 
is of primary importance in order 
to begin to chart the future course. 
Possibly, a merger or consolidation 
of churches is the way to evidence 
good stewardship of manpower and 
funds. In each case, the Home Mis- 
sion Board and its officers can be of 
real help. 

About a decade ago, Our Sav- 
iour’s Lutheran Church in Lincoln 
was faced with the question of re- 


locating. The church had been lo-_ 


cated in an area near downtown 
for 65 years, but with the growth of 
the city and commercialization of 
the neighborhood, the location was 
far from ideal. The city was grow- 
ing towards the east and there was a 
sizeable area without a Lutheran 
Church. In 1946, the Regional 
Home Mission Board granted the 
church an area and by 1948 prop- 
erty was purchased with the help of 


a loan from the Nebraska District. 
Early in 1950, the parsonage was 
completed and by June the old 
church had been sold, and services 
were begun in the parsonage base- 
ment. Late that year, the corner- 
stone was laid for the new church 
and it was dedicated in October, 
1952. The building of the parsonage 
and church was made possible be- 
cause funds were available from the 
Synod in the form of Endowment 
and Church Extension loans at a 
low rate of interest. Besides help 
in the form of loans, the Synod’s 
Home Mission Board also granted 
a cash subsidy to the congregation 
to pay a portion of the Pastor’s sal- 
ary. This amount was decreased 
each year until January, 1957, when 
the congregation became self-sup- 
porting. At this time, the congrega- 
tion also assumed the amortization 
payments on the parsonage loan 
which until then were paid by the 
Synod. 

The members of the congregation 
are grateful for the financial help 
received through the Home Mission 
program. All loans are being repaid 


- on schedule in order that other 
- churches might also benefit in the 
4 same way. The investment made 
in Our Saviour’s Lutheran Church 
is ‘beginning to pay dividends, for 
which we are all grateful. God has 
eee chly blessed our efforts, and to 
im be the glory. 
Since the congregation relocated, 
the baptized membership has grown 
the present membership of 420. 
~The Sunday School has grown to 
~ 185, not including an Adult Bible 
lass which averages about 40 each 
day. Two services are held each 
Ss day, the first being a Family 
Service, with an average attendance 


At present this 
fund is being used for the retire- 
ment of our debt, which has been 
reduced from $33,000 to $19,000 in 
yur years.

Geneva—An official of the World 
Council of Churches said here upon 
his return from a six-day visit to 
Hungary that last fall’s abortive re- 
volt there had resulted in larger 
church attendance and “new op- 
portunities for evangelization.” 

Dr. Robert Mackie, chairman of 
the World Council’s Division of 
Inter-Church Aid and Service to 
Refugees, said he talked with Re- 
formed, Lutheran, Baptist and Meth- 
odist leaders in Budapest and with 
local pastors there. 

He made the trip to discuss the 
needs of Hungarian churches in re- 
lation to inter-church aid. During 
his meetings with the Hungarian 
churchmen, Dr. Mackie said, plans 
were developed for increased ma- 
terial aid to pastors, parishes and 
church institutions.
